were medfly larvae. i

the ‘State Plant Board and 
USDA roadblocks were estab- 
lished at Clewiston, Pt. Mayaca 
and Jupiter. Assistant County 
Agent H, L. Speer told The 
Herald Thursday that his of- 
fice would be headquarters for 
the Glades operation of inspec- 
tion and certification of veget- 
ables and citrus leaving the

For Mental Health 
Will Be May 24-31 


The mental health campaign 
for friends and funds will be 
conducted in the Belle Glade 
area May 24 - 31 under the spon- 
sorship of Beta Sigma Phi soror- 
ity. 

‘The announcement was made 
this week by Mrs. William Gra- 
ber, new service committee 
chairman for the group, who 
said that a door-to-door drive 
will be carried on for the pur- 
pose of distributing mental 

* health literature and for collect- 
ing funds to assist in the fight 
"against mental illness. 

The chairman stated that to- 
day there are 700,000 men, wo- 
men and children in mental hos- 
pitals — more people in mental 
hospitals than in all other hos- 
pitals combined. The chances 
of being hospitalized with a 
severe mental illness are now 
nearly 1 in 10. 

Mental illness plays no fav- 
orites, she reminded. It affects 
rich or poor, young or old, the 
factory worker, farmer, office 
worker executive — no one i» 
immune. 

However, of all the serious 
diseases that face mental 
illness is one of the most hope: 
ful of recovei 
of the mentall; 


ick can get bet- | 
ven the prop- 


tal patients do not get proper| 
treatment in time because the 
mental hospitals are miserably 
short of staffs and equipment. 
Most people with mental ill- 
nesses are ont getting treatment 
in time, either, because there 
are not enough mental health 
clinics and psychiatrists to treat 
them when their illness first 
begins. 

Nor is there enough research 
being carried on to discover 
simpler, shorter and more ef- 
fective methods of treating and 
preventing such illnesses. There 
are not enough trained people 
to work in the hospitals, clinics 
and research laboratories. 

All this can be remedied if 
the people will act, Mrs. Gra- 
ber said. The mentally ill need 
your help and they need it now. 
When a campaign worker calls 
on you, join the battle against 
Florida's number one health 
problem — mental illness.
